LOOMIS. QUITS CITY BARK. 


Viee President Out Because of 
Stock Promoting Scandal. — 


‘ORS WILL FIGHT 


Suits to Be Begun by én Whio Lost 

| New York, Jan. 18.—[{Special.]—As a result 
of the Montreal and Boston Copper stock 
washing scandal Archibald G. Loomis, vice 
president of the National City bank, has ten- 
dered his resignation of that post and as a 
director of the bank to his fellow-directors. 
It is understood his resignation will be ac- | 
cepted at a meeting of the directors next 


Tuesday. 
Retires Under Fire. 

Mr. Loomis’ letter of resignation, which is 
dated on Thursday, was given out today by 
John A. Sterling of Sherman & Sterling, at- 
| torneys for the bank. Here it is: 
Gentlemen: I beg to tender my resignation as 
vice president and director of this bank. After six 
years of active work in the bank, during which 
period its business has largely increased and its 
honorable and commanding position has been 
steadily maintained, it is with regret that I sever 
my relations with you. I am, however, led to do 
this because my continuance with the bank ex- 
poses it to criticilam and attack, which should be 
personal to myself, as no officer or individual con-— 
nected with the bank, except myself, had anything 
whatever to do with the credit which was ex- 
tended to Munroe & Munroe. 

The amounts that were advanced to them were 
loaned in the ordinary course of business, and, at 
all times, I had ample collateral from them to 
secure their loans. I believed at the time, and still 
believe, that the property of the Montreal and 


had no personal interest of any kind im the loans 
made to them. : 

I havé been engaged in the banking business for 
upward of forty years, during which time I think 
I may say that my record will speak for itself 
and not to my t. If there has been 
any lack of judgment in these matters it is but 
proper that I alone should suffer the criticism. 

My greatest satisfaction at the present moment 
is the confidence which has been shown me by my 
reélection as a director and vice president of the 
bank. It would, however, be on my 
part to take advantage of this signal proof of your 
wppreciation of what I may have been able to do 
for the bank in the past. : 

I earnestly request that you will take imme- 
diate action upon my resignation.

Creditors to Make Hot Fight, 

The publication of Loomis’ letter of resig- 
nation followed close upen the announ 
ment that the creditors of Munroe & Munroe 
intend to hold Loomis, A..B. Leach, the bond 
house of Farson, Leach & Co., Quincy Boese, 
and the other members of the underwriting 
syndicate which was engaged by the Mun- 
foe “ laundry ” outfit to dispose of the stock, 
as responsible for the firm’s debts. 

Suits will be brought against the members 
of the syndicate ina few days by some twen- 
ty brokers, who were left with about 117,000 
shares of Montreal and Boston on their 
hands when the Munroes refused deliveries 
Dec. 7. These brokers have disposed of some 
of the stock, but they are still in the hole to 


the extent of about $300,000, and that amount | 


they will seek to make Leach, Loomis, and 
others pay up. 

In the suits it will be alleged that members 
of the syndicate whose names are undis- 
closed were the principals In the stock wash- 
ing transactions of the Munroes. Up to this 
time the syndicaters have denied that they 
had any idea the Munrodes, in their effort to 
dispose of the 700,000 shares which the syn- 
dicate had agreed to take from the Montreal. 
and Boston company at §1 a share, «-re

At leagt two members of the syndicate have 
admitted in the bankruptcy proceedings that 
they assisted in these transactions, but have 
averred that they really did not suspect they 
would be involved in a stock washing job.

Syndicate In on the “Wash’’? 

It ig alleged by the creditors that the Mun- 

roes were engaged by the syndicate to mar-

& Munroe's acts and obligations.

Disclosures Force Loomis Out. 

The resignation of Loomis today was the 
direct result of the investigaiion into the 
dealings of the bank with Munroe & Munroe. 
in which it was admitted that the Munroes. 
had been getting loans of $60,000 a day from 
the bank, and that the bank overcertified 
checks to that amount for the concern. 

Cameron Spear swore that George Munroe 
told him this was by an arrangement made 
with Vice President Loomis. 

The overcertification of $60,000 worth of. 
checks per diem was in connection with 
‘‘ wash sales"’ of securities of the Montreal ' 
and Boston Consolidated Mining and Smelt- 
ing company, which the Munroes were pro- 
moting, while Loomis, according to Spear’s” 
testimony, was one of the underwriters. 

These loans, it was stated out of court by 
officials of the City bank, were made upon 
unsecured notes of Munroe & Munroe, pay- 
able the afternoon of the same day they were 
made.

“Ts it well that I leave you, Sarah?” he 
asked anxiously as he departed. He had no- 
ticed her nervous condition and had hesi- 
tated about leaving her alone. 


Daughter Finds Doors Locked. 
At noon, while the mother probably lay 
“dead inside the home, Lillie, the eldest 
daughter, returned from school for luncheon. 
Finding the door locked and nobody respond- 
ing to her knocking, she went back to school, 
where the other pupils shared their luncheon 
with her. 

With her face stained with tears sob- 
bing fitfully, she said, after the truth was 
discovered: 

“] knocked at every door as hard as I 
could. But mamma would not come. I did 
not know what had become of her or what 
she had done with Sol and Frieda. I knew 
she wouldn't take the baby out; so I did not 
know what to do.”

neighbors, had been happy.

In granting her the annuity: in-bis 
will Mr. Clark said it was “ in recognition of 
her faithful. and valuable services rendered 
in years past.” 

It was only last month that Mise Patterson 
filed a petition requesting the dllowance of 
$6,500 from the estate to assist her in seeking 
evidence in this and foreign countries to com- 
bat the charges brought against her by the 
family. She ‘declared she had spent her 
annuity in trying to haye the will probated, 
and that her resources were exhausted. _. 


During last year the principal action 
in the case has centered around the attempts 
of George T. Clark to compel an accounting 
from Miss Patterson.

Able to Block the South Siders. 

To this end Marsha!) Field and other heavy 
share owners of the City railway company 
were made members and. John P. Wilson 
appointed special coursel. Mr. Allerton and 
Mr. Deiter, however,. by postponing action 


on the proposition, were able to prevent the 


seuth side .co fon from officially join- 
ing with the old’ Yerkes system for the pur- 
pose of franchise negotiations. 

Another large block of stock, that owned 
by’ the Hoxie estate, is said to have pledged 


its support to the syndicate represented by 
Mr’ Field, John J. Mitchell, and P. A. Valen- 
tine. The. combination of these strong in- 


terests is believed by La Salle street to 
possess sufficient strength to swing the pres- 
ent dea! and to make its success assured. 

The principal obstacle thus far developed 
is the rumor that the handling of the pur- 
chase by J. Pierpont Morgan & Co. will mean 
“absentee landlordship’’ for the Chicago 
street car system.

York. . 

“ Ohicago interests dominate the sit- 
uation throughout,” said Mr. Mitchell. 
is‘not true that the formation of the new 
synditate means a transfer of control of 
the properties to New York. The syndicate 
formed’.in New York to buy railway 
stock embraces the best and the wealthiest 
men there. .The people in the syndicate are 
not expecting anything more than a fair deal. 
They are willing to give and to take. They 
believe they will be treated equitably by 
the city of Chicago, and this is all they ask. 
I regard it as complimentary that the best 
men in New York should turn to Chicago at 
this time and willingly advance money, leay- 
ing the question .of whether the venture 
shall prove profitable or not to Chicago itself. 


Explains Plans of Syndicate. 

“I wish to say further that the syndicate 
stands ready to buy City railway stock and 
pay for it in cash just as soon as a majority 
shall have been offered. ‘If a majority is 
deposited within ten days it will be paid for 
atonce. The offer provides for the purchase 
of stock deposited on or before Feb. 15 and 
payable on or before March 31. We will 
not wait until Feb. 15 if the stock comes in 
‘before that date. As to dividends on the 
shares, the distribution will go to those in 
whose names the stock stands when the 

‘So far as the present is concerned, the 
syndicate is‘ immediately interested in the 
purchase of City railway stock only. But 
we believe the control of that company will 
be the beginning of negotiations for the pur- 
chase of all the properties, based on our 
belief that terms can be reached with the 
city council.”’ 

Mr. Mitchell was asked if H. B. Hollins 
Co. would be considerable factors in the 
coming negotiations.

' How Deal Will Be Arranged.

Union Traction Must Wait. | 

Reorganization of the Union Traction com- 
pany, it. was authoritatively deciared, would 
not come until after a franchise agreement 
had been reached. ‘Chairman Milton J. Fore- 
man of the local transportation committee 
said the city. was prepared to begin nego- 
tiations at any time, but that it could not 
take the first step until the other side was 
ready for action. He said a committee, com- 
posed of Mr. Field, Mr. Mitchell, Mr. Valen-. 
tine, and others, would greatly simplify the | 
process of bargaining, as there would be no 
doubt’ as to its’ability to finally ratify any 
agreement that might be made. 

A practical agreement was reached by the 
representatives of the city and of the Union 
Traction company by which the company 
will pay to the city $138,000 as its share of 
the cost ofthe bagcule bridge over the'north 
branch of the river dt Division street. Ac- 
cording to Assistant Corporation Coungel 
Sexton this provision was made in the fran- 
chise of the North Qhicago company, which 
also lays upon the traction corporation an 
annual charge of $250 for bridge maintenancs.° 

Gives Attorneys $10,000 Each. 

Judge Grosscup entered an order yesterday 
directing the receivers for the Union Trac- 
tion to pay Henry 8. Robbins, counsel for 
the North Chicago street railroad 
companies and the Jaw firm of Sears, Meagh- 
er & Whitney for the Union Traction com- 
pany $10,000 each as attorney's fees. 

The attorneys handled‘the interests of their 
clients in the recent’ controversy between 
the traction company and the underlying 
companies over whether the former was in 
default of the amended leases. 


“L” TRAINS WILL RUN EXPRESS. 


Change Is Plafined by Metropolitan 
Road to Improve the Early | 
Morning Service., 


Express trains on the.three branches of 
the Metropolitan Elevated railway will be 
introduced next Monday. The ones due om 
the Union loop between the hours of 7 and 
8:30 a. m., with the exception of those on the 
Humboldt Park line, will run from Center 
avenue to Franklin street, making no stops 
at the intermediate stations. Passengers for 
these will take the trains whose terminus 
is the new Fifth avenue station. : 

Loop trains from the Humboldt Park di- 
vision are to run from Marshfield avenue to 
Halsted street, making no stops at Lafiin 
street or Center avenue. As heretofore, 
Fifth avénue trains will run “ express ” 
from Marshfield avenue to Halsted street.

Saying he bad recalled nothing for two 
weeks, Shaw gave himself up to the. police 
in Atlanta on Thursday. He had intended, 
he declared, to stop at Terre Haute, Ind, 
and at Nashville. Tenn. He had stopped at 
neither of those places, and: had been suf- 
fering from temporary aberration, caused, 
according to his wife, by the sudden ab- 
stinence from tobacco. | 


Inmveterate Smoker for Years. 

* He had been an inveterate smoker nearly } 
all his life,” said Mrs. Shaw. “ On Christmas 
day, when he left home, the doctor and my- 
self derided to persuade him to turn over a 
new leaf. That it would entail such serious 
consequences neither of us imagined. On his 
departure he made the following resolution: 

Resolved, That I will swear off from the use of 
tobacco in every form. It is a bad weed. It is not 
good for me, and I camlive without it. I will not 
even indulge in cubeb cigarets—not even when I 
have @ cold. No animal but man uses the filthy 
weed. Animals know better. 

“JT suppose if he can't live without Bag 
said his wife, ‘‘ he will have to go back to 
his old. habits’ But I never knew one of his 
New Year's resolutions to go wrong before.”’

He prefers to have the 
issues tried wherein his liberties are at stake 
by those whom he has retained to represent 
him in all his actions. 

* Mr. Duke also learns today for the first 
time of the shocking charges which have 
been made freely against his wife. He will 
follow these charges te the bottom, and if 
they should prove faise will take immediate 
steps to redress the wrong done him and 
his wife. — 

“If they should prove trie he will do the 
best he can to redress the wrong done him. 
He expresses confidence: in. his ability to 
satisfy any tribunal competent to try the 
issue of his sanity, that he is fully able to 
discharge ail the duties incumbent upon a 
man in his station of life. 


Does Not Want Son Near. 
“While he regrets to bring his family’s 
name into so unfortunate an affair he deems 
it only proper to state that some years ago

THR RAILROADS AST 


President Samvel Spencer of the South- 
ern Railway Tells the House Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce That 


legislation Giving Any Body Power 


to Dictate the Charges for Trans- 
portation Would Work an Irrepara- 
. ble Injury to Commercial Interests. 


“Washington, D, C., Jan. 13.—[ Special. ]— 
Samuel Spencer, president of the Southern 
Railway, told the house committee on inter- 
state commerce today why the railroads of 
the United States oppose any law giving the 
interstate commerce commission the power 
to fix rates. 

On the other hand, President Spencer told 
the committee what kind of a law the rail- 
roads wanted.. It. included hea following 
features: 

Firet—That river and lake cretaht steamer lines. 
fast freight lines, and private car lines all be 
brought . under the jurisdiction of the interstate 
commerce commission. 

Second—That railroads be relieved of the neces 
sity of maintaining uniform rates. © 

Third—Thet traffic agreements should be per 
mitted in writing. 

‘Pourth—That railroads should be permitted. to 

* cobperate with each other in the way of making a 
teasonable agreement among themselves. 


Want Right to Pool. 
- The ratiroads, said President Spencer, did 
not’ expect the government to help them to 
raise or maintain rates, but they ought to 
be left free to codperate with each other 
in the way of making “‘ reasonable agree- 
“ments” among themselves. These 
should be made public if nécessary. It-was 
indispensable that carriers should know what

Shipper Says Special. Tariffs to Benefit 
Big Shippers Should Be Given 
to Al: 


With shippers taking a hand in the pro-

Stirs Leaders in Congrens.

To pro- 
tect railroads as well as shippers from loss 
it provides that, pending appeal, a person 
who would be affected adversely, whether 
railroad company or shipper, shall give a 
satisfactory bond to cover the pos# bility of 
reversal or modification of the rate fixed by 
the commission. 

To provide for ie ag age: a new divi- 
sion of the Circuit créated, com- 
posed of five judges at least, who are to have 
exclusive. jurisdiction in appeals on railroad 
rates. It furthermore is provided these re- 
peals may be by, the shipper 
or by the transporta company, and, 
furthermore, the Cr ts of the interstate 
commerce commission is not confined to a 
reduction of rates.

Arthur Pratt, warden of the Utah peniten- 
Franky testified that he never had been a 
member of the Mormon church. He declared 
he had arrested more Mormons on charges 
of polygamous cohabitation than any other 
officer.: He said the arrests entailed a great 
deal of suffering among the Mormon people 
and that it wag.the women and children who 
got the worst of the prosecutions.

They are 
nothing of the kind, if they have retained 
their German citizenship, arid there is novh- 
‘ing to prevent their return, save the likeli- 
hood of being called to account for the of- 
fenses which led them to expatriate them- 
selves, Of course, if a German has acquired 
American citizenship while in this country 
he can be expelléd from Germany as an alien, 
but not otherwise. 

Now, the ex-crown princess of Saxony, al- 

- though Austrian born, became by her mar- 
riage a German, and there is nothing tn the 
German law of divorce to indicate that citi- 
zenship thus obtained by a married woman is 
forfeited on the dissolution of her union by 
divorce. In fact, the leading German lawyers 
are of the opinion that the recent expaisioa 
of the créwn-princess was illegal, and thet 
there is nothing whatsoever to prevent her 
returning to Saxory. In any case, the debate 
in the reichstag! bids fair to prove exceed- 
ingly unpalatable to the German govern- 
ment, and especially to the king of Saxony. 
_ It may be added that the princess has never 
‘once received any official news as to the wel- 
fare of her ar ah since her elopement, and 
that in spite of all the ‘statements’to the 
contrary the Official Gazette #t-Dresden has 
denied that any arrangements have beén

[Great ‘Philosophers of Modern 


HE infiudhbe of early education on 
mind and character has seldom been 


Jehn Stuart Mill. Mill’s education was 
conducted almost exclusively by his 


toriah and mental and political philosopher. 
John Stuart was taught the Greek aiphabet 
at the age of 3. Before he was 8 he had 
ready. many Greek books. Before he was 
0 he had read six dialogues of Piato in the 
original Greek, and was studying algebra 
and geometry. At 12 he took up the schol- 
astic logic. The next year he was intro- 
duced to political economy. 

That he did not have his last spark of 
originality and individuality extinguished 
must have been due more to the native vigor 
of his mind and character than to the wis- 
dom of his education. As things were, le 
became rather an eclectic than an original 
investigator, The teachings of his “ logic " 
were derived in the main from Bacon, Whe- 
well, and Hersch 
on metaphysics, morals, and religion are 
traceable to Hume, Hartley, Bentham, ba 
his father, James Mill. In political economy 
‘he was an adapter of Adam Smith, Malthus, 
and, especially, Ricardo. 

But he was an eclectic of the highest and 
most admirable type. He did not slavishly 
imitate his predecessors or contemporaries 


took their ideas, examined them, threw away 
those which would not stand the severest 
analysis, added to those which remained his 
own original ideas, which, after all, were 
rich and many, and wo the whole to- 
gether into a texture which, as soon as it 
was shown, was seen to be a model of clear, 
logical reasoning, wholesome, virile senti- 
ment, and literary excellence. One eclectic 
of this sort may, as Mill showed, exert a 
stronger and healthier influence on the 
thought and life of his own and later times 
than many system mongers. 
- : 
Mill’s first important work, and in many 
respects his most profound and original one, 
was his “ System of Logic.” The principal 
aims of this work were to exhibit the methods 


4 of scientific inquiry as the complement of the 


scholastic logic and to lay down the prin- 
ciples for the foundation of.a social science, 
“called by a convenient barbarism, socidl- 
ogy.” In his “ Logic,” as in his later and 
more distinctly metaphysical work; “ Exam- 
ination of Sir Wiliam Hamilton's Philds- 
ophy,” Mill, like the other members of the 
English experience school of philosophy, con- 
tends that we have no innate or intuitive 
ideas, that all our knowledge is derived from 
our sensations, that. we can never know the 
outside world of things in themselves which 
cause our sensations, and, in fact, that we 

thinking there is 
any such outside world. On the other hand, 
‘since all we know of ourselves is the chain . 
of sensations ‘of which we are conscious we 
ean not know we have an? ego or soul inde- 
pendent of this chain of sensations.. The 
idéalists maintain there are certain ideas In 
our mind, such as the axioms of mathematics, 
which we did not get by experience. Mill 
boldly attacks them in their last fortress and 
attempts to. show that even the axioms of 
mathematics are derived from a sort of nega- 


tive experience. The mind finds it impossibie 


| to doubt the trith of the axioms, not be- ° 


; cause they are innate ideas, but because it . 


' has never had any experience of their con- .

Since all knowledge is derived from ex- 
perience, it follows that Induction—reason- 
ing from particulars to generals, from ob- 
served facts to general laws—is the key to 
nature.

REMEDY FOR DELAY OF JUSTICE. 
Robinson, Jan. 11.—{E@itor of The 
Tribune.j—In the stall counties the dockets 
are not congested, or even crowded, and yet 
“justice waiks in leaden sandals.” Delays 
in the progress of lawsuits are as numerous, 
in proportion to the number of cases, as in 
the larger counties where it may truthfully 
be said that the dockets are congested. 

There are two terms of the Circuit courts 
and only twg return days in the year. Con- 
tinuances are for six months and are sought 
for by suitors who desire delay. Usually two 
weeks are allowed for each term, and busi- 
ness is unduly hurried that the docket may 
be cleared in that time. All misdemeanors 
are certified to the County courts for trial. 
The judges of the Circuit courts are off the 
bench a large portion of their time, and the 
rights of suitors afte s is 
delayed. 

The remedy for such delays can be easily 
and quickly supplied by making the County 
court a court of general. jurisdiction—con- 
tinuously in session. AJ) days should be days 
for the issuing and return of process. Thus 
the remedial arm of the court would be in 
corstant use. Continuances for delay would 
be seldom applied for, and would never be 
granted only for a time sufficient to enable 
parties to prepare for trial. 

In the larger counties provision is already 
made for Probate courts with jurisdiction of 
all business now done by the County court, 
sitting in probate. Im such counties the 
County court would be’ given over wholly to 
such business as is now transacted in the 
Circuit courts. 

The number of Cireuit judges would neces- 
sarily be reduced. In fact,. but for the con- 
stitutional. provision, in regard to Circuit 
judges and the laws in relation to the Appel- 
late courts, the Cireuit court would become 
useless. 

It may be objected that some of the County 
edurt judges are not qualified by education 
and experience to exercise the enlarged juris- 
diction above suggested. 

The objection may be well grounded, but P 
weighs with equal force against some who 
have been elevated.to the Circuit bench. As 
a rule the cOunty judges will not suffer by a 
comparison with, their brethren on the Circuit 
bench. 

To create the County court a-court of gen- 
eral jurisdiction would not necessarily d:s- 
turb the City or Circuit courts in the more 
populous counties, and would give infinite re- 
lief in the smaller counties where the Circuit 
court comes but twice or thrice In a year.
